| Allied line, in bloody fighting today and sent flanking

| base port of Pusan. 

The fiercest Communist offensive of the 
month-old Korean war forced a general American 
retreat at Yongdong and adjoining fronts. But 
the Reds paid heavily for the few miles of terri- 
tory. Air force observers counted 1,000 enemy 
dead in the hills north and west of the town.

On June 8, the Trans-Canada network 
of the Canadian Broadcasting corporation 
carried a talk entitled “Your Paper Boy's 
What Kind of Business Man?” 

The mean and slanderous nature of this 
broadcast has provoked a good deal of 
warm complaint and, in the interest of our 
readers and the boys who deliver their 
papers, we have secured a transcription of 
it. 


Here is part of it: 

“Being a paper boy is supposed to im- 
prove 2 ind's character. Well, I don’t know 
what paper boys are like the world over, 
but i know some mighty nasty little crooks 
who got their start selling papers. Names 
on request. They've turned into monkey- 
business men, and not little ones either. Of 
the few paper boys I have studied inti- 
mately in the last 10 years, one broke 
my dog’s teeth, one tried to borrow my car, 
and one tried to sharpen his wits by teas- 
ing me about my appearance. A fourth got 
into trouble with police later on over a 
little wounding affray.

My own boys didn't have bad char- 
acters; quite a lot of them didn't have any 
character ... probably from reading the 
papers or something.” 

This stuff was carried across the conti- 
nent on June § at the expense of the Cana- 
dian people by a S r+te overnment institution 
that continually babbles about lifting the 
standards of good taste in radio and about 


policing the air to make its private com- 
petitors behave, 

The CBC, we understand, has endeav- 
ored to explain this vicious attack on paper 
boys as humor, 

It fails to make us laugh. It will fail to 
excite the risibility of the parents and 
brothers and sisters of that fine body of 
boys who, in all sorts of weather and under 
all sorts of conditions, get the newspapers 
into Edmonton homes with a remarkable 
degree of regularity and promptitude. 

Delivering papers is a difficult and de- 
manding task, particularly in those times 
of year when the elements impose hardship 
upon those who have to go abroad. 

It requires character and patience and 
intelligence and honesty to do it well. And 
the boys do it exceptionally well. 

It is all the more strange, then, that an 
institution which pretends to be devoted 
to the elevation of the public taste should 
descend to this smal] and carping broad- 
side against a group of boys who, in the 
very fact of their occupation, demonstrate 
their enterprise and integrity.

Insurance 

Editor, Bulletin: I have just 
finished writing a letter to my 
representative in Parli@me:: ask- 
ing him to protest the recent 
amendments to the Unemploy- 
ment Insuramce Act, which came 
into effect at the beginning of 
this month, and which were pass- 
ed through with so little publicity 
in the press that very few were 
aware of them until they receiv- 
ed their pay this week. 

Briefly, the amendments have 
raised the exemption from Un- 
employment Insurance from an 
annual salary of $3,120.00 to %- 
800.00, and increased the contri- 
bution of the employe from seven 
to nine cents per dzy, and also 
that of the employer to the same 
figure. 

The effect of this is that a vast 
mumber of persons earning from 
$250.00 to $400.00 per month are 
mow paying over $28.00 per year 
out of their pay envelopes, and 
having their employers pay an- 
Other $28.00 for a form of insur- 
ance from which very, very few 
of them will ever derive the 
slightest benefit. Few people in 
this class will ever be unemploy- 
ed, and if they are ever in the 
unfortunate posiilon where they 
are unemployable, due to illness, 
they are unable to collect any 
benefits 

The whole benefit will go to a 
small, lary minority of the labor- 
ing class who are content and 
happy to have the government 
look after them—at the expense 
of the others who are being 
obliged, whether they wish it or 
not, to contribute to the imsur- 
ance. 

The whole attitude of the gov- 
ernment in recent years seems to 
be one of encouraging the people 
to abandon their self-depend- 
ence, fail to save or provide for 
old age, and rely on benevolence 
of the government. The people 
are now gradually waking up to 
the fact that this benevolence of 
the government is coming out of 
their own pockets, and is costing 
a great deal more by expensive 
administration than it would were 
they permitted to provide it for 
themselves. Granted they are 


permitted to provide for them- 
selves, but the resources to pro- 
vide self-iependence are now be-

Choose Flag 

Editor, Bulietin — I think that 
the choice of a flag should be 
made by all the voters of Canada, 
at the next federal election.

CALL ISSUED 

The colony was placed under 
control of the Oblate Fathers, who 
erected a church, school, flour and 
lumber mills. But when a call was 
issued to Metis throughout the 
country, only 270 showed any in- 
terest in the project. A few years 
later, Father Therien, who had 
been placed in charge of the col- 
ony, pronounced it a failure 

In 1908, it was decided to open 
the settlement to white settlers and 
on April 11, 1909, 500 settlers lined 
up in front of Land Titles Office

I’ve heard football players themselves label it “a 
form of insanity.”

And Sluman could know about this. 

In six or eight seasons of trying to learn to run, kick,
